Then when we come to larger associa- 
tions. All spirits associate together 
from similar conditions, tastes and de- 
sires. Those who are in states that are 
shadowed must naturally be attracted to 
one another even though shadowed. Still 
those who are in higher states may visit 
and benefit them, and minister until the 
shadow is outgrown. All who have 
similar ideas for mankind, who have de- 
votedness to principle, or whose pursuits 
in any way, manner or inclination of the 
mind or spirit, lead them in similar chan- 
nels, must associate ther. Many 
spirits find themselves in or asso- 
ciations in spirit life, who did not know 
each other on earth, but who were as 
one in thought, while many although 
associated in earth life with others y 
ties of consanguinity or external necessi- 
ties, sometimes find themselves fur 
apart—do not, in fact, see one another. 
It is possible that in earth life, if those 
in similar states would associate together, 
all states would regulate themselves, for, 
strip of his falsehood and deception, 
the dishonest man would not seek to 
prey upon one of his kind, as the honor 
among thieves” would leave a 
small field for operation those of 
that taste upon earth, and even the 
doubtful honor prevailing among those 
who borrow from each other under the 
name of law would not find such fruitful 
source of Pua and sustenance, if each 
were like his fellow and understood 
perfectly the intent of the other. People 
who are dishonest are sup to pros- 
per on earth by the innocence of others; 
those who are avaricious by the gen- 
erosity or lack of knowledge of others. 
People prey not upon their own kind, 
but those who are dissimilar and un- 


familiar with their methods. If in the 
realm where one’s spiritual ion 
must be the limit ot one's individual 


endeavor, or aspiration and spiritual 
strength, then surely there can be not 
only no assassins, but no need of a 
government outside of that moral force 
that is the impelling power of all spirit- 
ual beings. 

Although this is the absolute state, 
the seeming states of spiritual life are 
according to the conditions of the indi- 
viduals possessing them. Itis not abe f 
that Dante, seeing the visions of the 
Inferno, therefore concluded that those 
souls were lost forever who were only for 
the time being fulfilling the conditions 
incident to their earthly states; nor is it 
strange that Milton should have mis- 
taken the condition of those in Hades as 
the permanent condition, instead of a 
transitory state between the earthly and 
the diviner kingdom, The Purgatory 
of the Roman Catholic is sufficiently ex- 
tensive for him to repent of all infirmitios 
of carthly life; but he is neither driven di- 
rectly to Hades nor ostentatiously taken 
directly to heaven, so that in any state 
between the two his condition is sure, 
The only difference between the Roman 
Caholic creed and the reality, is thatt 
the Purgatory state lasta until it is out- 
grown, and then the spirit le not rel- 
ogated to torments, but to the next con- 
dition beyond, which is higher. The 
“ stato of probation” which is deemed by 
some Protestants to exist after death ts 
vidual occupies spiritually, and the

The doctrine of the subordination of 
woman le an abominnble one, aml it is 
not pomsible that a ginl God could have 

ordained dit, The reviners of the Bible 
havu found in u S20,000 error, and we 
belleve that any snnetion to the slavery 
jof woman must assunally be among these 
erna, engross dn it by the wily old 
asinta who dinputed original sin to 
woman, et: Eve ate the apple, and 
therefore held her reaponsible for all 
evil 

One of the mont pronounced doetrines 
of the church in carly ayes was, that the 
whole tendeney of woman was toevil, 
and had dt not been for the unfortunate 
oversight of her creation, mun would 
now be dwelling in the Innocence und 
happiness of the paradise of Faten, 

Nothing can be more destructive of the 
happiness of married life than the en- 
forvement of thin monstrous doetrine. 
The highest measure of happiness in the 
home ix only posatble where it is utterly 
abrogated.

Man was not made to 
boss woman, and we can prove it from 
the Bible writings, And God said: Let 
us make man In our own imago, after our 
likeness. and lot them have dominion 
over the fish of the sou, over the fowl of 
the air, und over the cattle, und over all 
the earth. So God created man in bis 
own image, in the image of God created 
he him [or them], male and female cre- 
ated he them: and God blessed them and 
gavo them dominion,” ete, That is the 
wuy the Biblo reads. Man, us we under- 
stand it, is a gunerie term, and includes 
male and female. It will be noted that 
man was not given dominion over women, 
but they were given dominion over all 
things on earth. It has been claimed 
that man was made the highest of God's 
creation, But he was found to be imper- 
fect, as he had one rib too many, so in 
order to complete him, this rib was ex- 
tracted, and of it Eve was formed to be a
